What Ought to be Done Wita th 


Clapp & Jones Pump. 


EDITO^BEPUBLIOAN: If you will allow 


me space in your paper, I would like to 
give your readers a few facts in reference 
to the Clapp & Jones pump now at the 
water works in our city.

ITnder the ditections of the mayor and" 
city council, Mr. Barnett, the present en- 
gineer ,it the water works, and myself 
were chosen to visit Peona, Bloomington 
and Terre Haute and get all the inform n- 
tion we could in reference to the differ- 
ent pumps, and report to the city coun- 
cil. This we did and recomended that 
the city buy the Clapp & Jones pun p 
on the 23d of November 1882.

Now a few words in reference to the 


foundation on which this pump is sus- 
pended. It is a large well, 10 or 12 feet 
in diameter, and is about 27 feet deep, 
the walls are brick, laid in cement 22L, 
inches thick, and as hard as iron, and this 
foundation has never given way nor seti. 
tied one particle. The trouble with this 
pump is this the pump is placed upon 
two iron girders which lie across the top 
of the well or foundation. There should 
be at least four instead of two, when the 
pumps are run from CO to 80 revolutions 
for fire pressure the girders spring and 
allow the pumps to shake. Ihe pumps 
should be raised two or three feet. The 
lower cylinder-head on the pumps are 
only about 20 inches above the bottom 
of the pit, and it is almost impossible to 
remove it for repairs 
It is impossible to 


shut out the water from the bottom of 
the pit or well, and this is another rea- 
son why the pumps should be raised- 
As a general thing there are from two to 
five feet of water in the pit, and when the 
pumps were running we were compelled 
to keep a "donkey" running to keep the 
water down to get at the pumps.

THE CtBIME. 


Mat McKinley wais shot dead on South 


Franklin street, s&i the alley entrance 
half a block south off East Main street, at 
about 9:05 o'clock bih the night of July 3, 
1889. McKinley wals aged 22 years, and 
was a son ot Frank jMoKiuley, the team- 
ster of 600 Spring Kvenue. His brothers 
are James and Berjoard McKinley. Mat 
was a clerk at Meyer & Plumer's green 
grocer}- on the Iffarth side of Central 
Park, and shortly jbefore nine o'clock he 
started for home, i He was going down 
the west side of FJranklin street near the 
alley in question when he heard the fran- 
tic cries of a worjnan for help. He im- 
mediately crossed! the street to.the east 
side,the two wooden, who were Mrs, Mary 
Griffith end Mm Bebecoa Smith in- 
•sisntly hufried-to Aown to the corner of

lodging against the spine. The murderer 
escaped in the darkness, and McKinley 
expired in a few minutes without utter- 
ing a word. The women were on their 
way home south of the city, and at Main 
street a young man followed them mak- 
ing insulting remarks as the trio ap- 
proached the alley. It was when they 
feared violence that they called out for 
help and McKinley came tj their rescue 
to n_eet his death. Before 12 o'clock the 
same night Jack Faunce, the defendant, 
was arrested in the saloon on the west 
side of Lincoln Square by Officer Miller 
and Amos Imboden, and he was lodged 
in jail. The prompt arrest was effected 
through the efficiency of Marshal Mnson, 
who had organized his force to scour the 
city for Faunce whom he had reason to 
believe was the guilty man, as a young 
man answering Ms description had been 
seen walking and conversing with several 
parties at the corner of East Main and 
Franklin streets a short time before the 
murder was committed. 


THE WITNESSES. 


The evidence against Fannce is largely 


of a circumstantial character, although it 
is claimed that Mrs. Alice Oliphant will 
testify that she saw the shot fired by a 
party answering Faunce's description.
